To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
upon  the  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ogmore  and 
Garw  Urban  District  for  the  year  1925. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  the 
middle  of  1925,  is  32,120. 

The  general  death-rate  of  the  District  is  10.7,  and  the  birth- 
rate 22.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  infantile  death-rate  is  96  per  1000  births:  this  shows  an 
increase  as  compared  with  1924,  due  to  the  heavy  mortality 
amongst  infants  caused  by  measles  and  whooping-cough  during 
1925. 

The  report  for  this  year  is  a survey  report,  and  deals  with  the 
progress  made  in  the  District  during  the  preceding  five  years  in  the 
improvement  of  the  public  health.  The  housing  conditions  show 
some  improvement  during  the  last  few  years,  but  the  provision  of 
houses,  suitable  in  kind  and  sufficient  in  number,  continues  to  be 
the  most  urgent  public  health  requirement  in  the  District. 
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An  improvement  of  great  value  to  the  district  has  been  the 
provision  by  the  Council,  with  assistance  from  the  Miners’  Welfare 
Fund,  of  recreation  grounds  at  Blaengarw,  Pontycymmer  and 
Ogmore  Vale.  The  provision  of  similar  grounds  in  other  parts  of 
the  area  is  equally  urgently  required,  and  will  tend  to  increase  the 
amenities  of  the  district,  and  to  promote  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants. 

There  are  sites  on  the  Couucil’s  housing  estates  at  Pantynawel 
and  Llangeinor  which  could  be  prepared  for  recreation  purposes  at 
comparatively  little  expense,  and,  as  a consequence,  the  children 
of  the  neighbourhood  would  be  protected  from  the  dangers  atten- 
dant on  play  at  the  road-side,  and  I put  forward  this  suggestion 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  during  the  last  five  years,  the  most  notable  being  the 
provision  of  a new  scarlet  fever  pavilion  and  increased  accom- 
modation in  the  administrative  block;  in  addition  to  these,  how- 
ever, improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  diphtheria  pavilion 
and  in  the  laundry,  and  by  the  provision  of  a new  motor  ambulance 
chassis  and  of  a new  garage. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  amongst  which  may  be  mentioned 
the  provision  of  treatment  for  cripple  children,  and  for  the  remedy 
of  dental  and  visual  defects  in  children  of  pre-school  age. 

I would  bring  to  your  notice  the  excellent  work  performed 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Messrs.  J.  D.  Owen 
and  J.  Rees,  and  by  the  Health  Visitors.

Physical  Features 

The  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  South 
Wales  Coalfield,  about  seven  miles  north  of  the  Bristol  Channel,  and 
is  divided  into  three  distinct  areas.  On  the  East  lies  the  Abercerdin 
Ward,  Gilfach  Goch;  this  includes  the  colliery  village  of  Evanstown 
and  an  agricultural  area  running  down  to  the  village  of  Blackmill. 

The  Ogwr  Fach  rises  in  this  valley,  and  joins  the  Ogwr  Fawr  at 
Blackmill. 

A range  of  hills  divides  this  area  from  the  Ogmore  Valley, 
through  which  runs  the  river  Ogmore,  which  rises  in  the  coalfield, 
and  runs  north  to  south  into  the  Bristol  Channel.  The  colliery 
villages  of  Nantymoel  and  Ogmore  Vale  are  situated  in  the  Ogmore 
Valley,  to  the  south  of  which  lies  some  agricultural  land.  To  the 
west  of  the  district  lies  the  Garw  Valley,  which  is  separated  from  the 
Ogmore  Valley  by  another  range  of  hills. 

The  Garw  river  rises  in  this  valley,  and  joins  the  river  Ogmore 
at  Brynmenyn.  The  colliery  villages  of  Blaengarw,  Pontycymmer 
and  1‘ontyrhyll  are  situated  in  the  Garw  Valley,  and  towards  the 
south  and  west  of  this  area  lie  the  villages  of  Bettws,  Shwtt,  and 
Letty  Brongu  : the  land  in  the  Bettws  area  has  in  the  past  been 
mainly  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  but  it  is  anticipated  that 
colliery  developments  will  take  place  in  this  area  in  the  near  future, 
with  a consequent  considerable  increase  in  population. 

Social  Conditions 

The  chief  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  that  of  coal  mining. 
The  1921  censns  returns  show  that  of  10,204  occupied  males  no 
fewer  than  7,668  are  employed  in  mining  and  quarrying  occupations. 

1 50  males  are  employed  in  agricultural  occupation.  The  female 
inhabitants  are  mainly  employed  in  domestic  duties. 
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The  majority  of  the  1,193  females  gainfully  occupied  are 
employed  in  personal  service  or  as  dressmakers,  or  shop  assistants. 

There  Is  no  evidence  that  the  chief  industry  materially  affects 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants.

The  birth-rate  in  the  district  shows  a considerable  decrease  as 
compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year. 

It  remains  higher,  however,  than  for  the  country  as  a whole, 
and  that  for  the  157  smaller  towns. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  or  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  in  1925,  amounted  to  366. 

Illegitimacy 

There  were  registesed  during  the  year  17  illegitimate  births,  the 
number  for  1924  being  33. 

The  number  recorded  for  the  year  under  review  is  equivalent 
to  0.5  per  1000  of  the  total  population,  and  to  24  per  1000  births

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The  death-rate  in  the  district  compares  very  favourably  with 
those  for  the  157  Smaller  Towns,  and  for  England  and  'Wales.  The 
increase  over  the  rate  for  1924  is  mainly  due  to  the  excessive  num- 
bers of  deaths  in  young  children  from  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
and  to  the  greater  numbers  of  persons  dying  over  the  age  of  65 
years.

The  Infantile  Death-rate  for  1925  shows  a considerable  increase 
over  that  for  the  previous  year,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that 
there  were  extensive  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping-cough 
throughout  the  district,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  not  unduly 

high. 

Measles  and  whooping-cough,  with  respiratory  diseases,  were 
responsible  for  the  deaths  of  27  children  under  one  year ; this  figure 
is  equivalent  to  40  per  1000  births,  and  accounts  for  the  whole  of 
the  increase. 

I would  refer  you  to  the  tables  dealing  with  the  results  of  the 
investigations  concerning  infant  deaths  and  still-born  children.  It 
will  be  seen  that  26  children  died  under  one  month  of  age.  and  that 
there  were  31  still-births  during  the  year.  These  figures  represent 
rates  of  37  and  43  per  1000  births  respectively,  and,  in  the  majority 
of  instances,  death  is  due  to  causes  operative  either  before  or  at  the 
time  of  birth. 

Improved  facilities  for  ante-natal  care,  and  improvement  in 
obstetrical  practice  should  tend  to  reduce  the  loss  in  infant  lives,  due 
to  still-births  and  neo-natal  deaths. 

The  deaths  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years  are 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.2  per  1000  of  the  living  population,  an 
increase  as  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  year  (0.49). 

Health  Visitors 

Visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year; — To  expectant 
mothers — (1 ) first  visits  244,  (2)  revisits  567  ; (3)  total  visits  811  : 
To  infants  under  one  year — (1)  first  visits  739  ; (2)  re-visits  4,843  ; 
(3)  total  visits  5,582  : To  children  15  years,  total  visits  12,775. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

(1)  The  general  arrangements  sor  the  care  of  the  health  of  ex- 
pectant and  nursing  mothers  and  of  children  under  five  yeais  of  age 
may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — - 
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Six  consultation  centres,  throughout  the  district,  are  provided 
by  the  Couucil,  and  these  centres  are  under  the  direct  control, 
administrative  and  medical,  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health-  Owing 
to  the  increased  attendances  at  three  of  these  centres  during 
1925,  it  has  beendecided  to  hold  additional  sessions  at  the  Ogmore 
Vale,  Nantymoel,  and  Pontycymmer  centres  in  order  to  eusuie  that 
indvidual  attention  can  be  given.  It  will  not  be  possible  for  me  to 
attend  each  session,  because  of  my  other  duties,  and  I have 
arranged  accordingly  to  attend  at  the  new  and  the  existing  sessions 
on  alternate  fortnights.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  sessions  necessarily  will  diminish  the  number 
of  home  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  for  this  reason  I 
consider  it  advisable  that  another  Health  Visitor  should  be  aprointed 

In  my  opinion,  the  number  of  home  visits  should  not  be  curtailed' 
as  these  are  of  equal  importance  with  the  provision  of  centres. 

Three  Health  Visitors  are  employed  for  home  visiting  and 
attendance  at  the  centres. 

These  nurses  visit  the  homes  and  advise  the  mothers  as  to  the 
care  of  their  personal  health,  and  that  of  their  children. 

The  Council,  acting  on  my  recommendation,  have  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Council  of  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff, 
for  the  provision  of  special  facilities  for  the  Orthopaedic  Treatment 
of  crippled  children  under  five  years  of  age ; these  arrangements 
include  examination  and  treatmout  at  the  Out-patient  Clinics, 
admission  to  hospital  where  necessary,  and  the  supply  of  appliances. 

The  cost  of  this  provision  is  borne  by  the  Council  in  the  first 
instance,  and  recovered  from  the  parents,  except  in  necssitous  cases. 

The  after-care  treatment,  required  by  all  these  patients,  is  given 
by  the  Health  Visitors  on  the  Council’s  staff. 

Dental  treatment  for  children  under  five  years  has  been  pro- 
vided at  the  School  Clinics,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Education  Committee.  Similar  arrangements  have  been  made  f<> 
the  early  treatment  of  squint  and  defective  vision  in  children  of 
pre-school  age  at  the  Committee’s  Refraction  Clinics.  These 
facilities  are  much  appreciated  by  the  parents,  who  readily  avnil 
themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  Too  much  emphasis  cannot 
be  laid  on  the  impo:tance  of  early  treatment  of  these  defects  : the 
fact  that  they  are  remedied  at  an  early  age  makes  it  possible  for 
children  to  take  the  fullest  advantage  of  the  educational  facilities 
provided. 

It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  provide  special  ante  natal 
clinics,  but  it  is  hoped  to  encourage  the  attendance  of  expectant 
mothers  at  the  existing  centres. 
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Homes  visits  have  been  paid  monthly  to  those  expectant 
mothers,  who  have  requested  the  advice  of  the  Health  Visitors 
during  their  pregnancy.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Maesteg  Maternity  Home  for  the  admission  of  mothers  from  over- 
crowded homes  desiring  maternity  home  treatment,  and,  further, 
complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Wards  of  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

Milk  is  supplied  to  necessitous  mothers  and  children  under  cost 
price,  subject  to  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  applicat:ons  are  considered  by  a Committee,  and  the  milk 
is  granted  in  the  form  and  quality  considered  desirable  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(2) — Puerperal  Fever 

Three  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  none  of  which  proved  fatal, 
were  notified  in  1925. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea 

There  was  no  exceptional  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea,  amongst 
young  children  during  the  year.  Three  fatal  cases  in  children  under 
two  years  were  registered,  as  compared  with  six  deaths  in  1924. 

Measles 

Measles  was  present  in  epidemic  form  during  1925,  and  caused  17 
deaths  in  children  under  five  years  of  age.  Death  was  due  to  res- 
piratory complications  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Whoopi  ng-cough 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  caused  nine 
deaths  in  children  under  five  years  of  years. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum 

A number  of  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  Pontycymmor  in 
March  and  April,  1925.  The  cases  were  investigated  by  a member 
of  the  County  Health  Department,  but  no  definite  conclusion  as  to 
the  source  of  the  infection  was  arrived  at. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  : the  cases  were  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitor  concerned,  by  whom  all  necessary  advice  and 
assistance  were  given.

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III . General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the 
Hrea. 

Hospitals  Provided  or  Subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  the  County  Council, 

1.  Tuberculosis. — The  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  in  the  district 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association 

2.  Maternity. — There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district, 
but  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  women,  who  desire  to 
be  confined  in  a Maternity  Home,  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maesteg 
Maternity  Home  ; the  expenses  of  the  confinement  in  necessitous 
cases  are  defrayed  by  the  Council,  less  the  amount  of  the  maternity 
benefit.  In  addition  to  this  provision,  arrangements  exist  by  which 
cases  of  complicated  labour  which  require  special  hospital  treat- 
ment can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Wards  of  the  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary. 

3.  Children. — There  is  no  children’s  hospital  in  the  district. 

4.  Fever. — The  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  at 
Blackmill,  and  consists  of  two  pavilions  containing  20  beds,  an 
administrative  block,  discharge  block,  laundry,  mortuary,  and 
disinfection  block.  Provision  is  made  for  the  admission  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  and  enteric  fever. 

65  patients,  amongst  whom  3 deaths  occurred,  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital  during  the  year.  Included  in  this  total  were  11 
cases  of  diphtheria  from  the  Penybont  Rural  District,  and  4 cases 
of  diphtheria  and  1 case  of  scarlet  fever  from  the  Porthcawl  Urban 
District. 

The  work  of  erection  of  a new  scarlet  fever  block,  and  of 
extension  of  the  administrative  block,  was  practically  complete  at 
the  end  of  1925,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  pavilion  ready  for  the 
admission  of  patients  during  1926. 

5.  Small-Pox. — The  Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  and  the 
adjoining  districts  is  situated  at  Cefn  Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried 
Mothers,  Etc. 

Provision  is  made  at  the  Bridgend  and  Cowbridge  Union 
Infirmary,  Bridgend,  for  the  admission  of  unmarried  mothers  to 
the  Maternity  Ward  of  the  Infirmary. 

Provision  for  illegitimate  and  homeless  children  is  made  by 
the  Guardians  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  Bridgend. 
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Ambulance  Facilities, 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — A motor  ambulance  is  provided 
by  the  Council.  A new  chassis  was  purchased  during  the  year. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

1.  Ogmore  Valley. — A motor  ambulance  is  provided  for  the 
Ogtnore  Valley  by  means  of  contributions  from  the  Colliery  Com- 
panies, weekly  contributions  from  the  colliery  employees,  and 
voluntary  subscriptions. 

The  use  of  this  ambulance  is  reserved  solely  for  members. 

2.  Garw  Valley. — In  the  Garw  Valley  a motor  ambulance  is 
maintained  by  means  of  annual  payments  by  the  Colliery  Com- 
panies per  person  employed,  and  by  the  Garw  Valley  Medical  Aid 
Society.  The  ambulance  may  be  hired  at  a fee  by  a non-con- 
tributor in  case  of  emergency.

Authority 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  under  the  direct 
medical  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Refraction  Clinics. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
County  Education  Authority  for  the  examination  and  treatment, 
at  the  school  clinics,  of  children  of  pre-school  age  suffering  from 
squint  and  defective  vision. 

Dental  Clinics.— Similar  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  County  Education  Authority  for  the  dental  treatment  of 
children  of  pi  e-school  age  at  the  school  clinics, 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment. — By  reason  of  an  arrangement 
entered  into  between  this  Authority  and  the  Council  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff,  special  facilities  are  available  at  that 
Institution  for  children  from  this  area  who  may  require  specialist 
treatment  for  bone  or  joint  deformities.

They  are  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  are 
situated  at  Barry,  Port  Talbot  and  Pontypridd. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. — There  are  no  general 
arrangements  made  for  this  purpose  in  the  district. 

Some  of  the  local  medical  practitioners  and  medical  aid 
societies  however  have  appointed  district  nurses  for  attendance  on 
their  own  patients. 


Midwives. 

No  midwives  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Author- 
ity. There  are  25  midwives — 18  trained  and  7 untrained  (bona-fide) 
in  practice  in  the  district. 

Laboratory  Work. 

All  the  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Work  is  undertaken  at 
the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  towards  the 
upkeep  of  which  the  Council  pay  an  annual  contribution.  Samples 
of  water  and  milk  were  sent  for  examination  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year,  and  specimens  of  blood,  naso-pharyngeal  swabs, 
and  other  material  from  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  sent  as 
occasion  arose. 
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Adoptive  Acts. 

The  following  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  within  the  Urban 
Area  : — 

Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890 — the  whole  Act. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907 — Parts  I. — VI. 

Bye-Laws. 

Revised  bye-laws  in  respect  of  the  undermentioned  matters 
were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  October  4th,  1922, 
and  are  in  force  within  the  district: — 

1.  New  Streets  and  Buildings. 

2.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

3.  Houses  let  in  Lodgings. 

4.  Nuisances. 

Revised  bye-laws  in  respect  of  slaughter-houses  were  allowed 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  August  22nd,  1925,  and  are  in  force 
within  the  district. 


Regulations. 

Regulations  in  respect  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
came  into  force  in  the  district  on  and  after  October  10th,  1907. 

IV.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  ylrea. 

Water. — The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  practically  all 
obtained  from  upland  gathering  ground.  Owing  to  the  absence  of 
adequate  storage  and  filtration,  there  is  available  an  insufficient 
supply  in  time  of  drought,  and  the  water  is  liable  to  contamination 
at  all  times. 

It  was  necessary  to  exercise  constant  vigilance  at  Nantymoel 
during  the  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  Inter-Valley  Communication  Road  was  proceeding. 

The  proposed  road  cuts  through  the  streams  supplying  the 
Nantymoel  service  tank,  and  there  was  always  a danger  of  pollution 
through  the  agency  of  the  men  employed  in  the  construction  of  the 
road.  Pail  closets  were  provided  by  the  contractors  ; the  site  of 
these  was  moved  with  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  the  contents 
brought  back  for  disposal  to  a point  below  the  intakes. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  the 
water  supply  of  this  and  the  adjoining  areas,  and  I am  indebted  to 
Mr.  Ivor  Howells  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Adams  of  the  Water  Board  for 
their  kindness  in  supplying  me  with  the  subjoined  account  of  the 
proposed  activities  of  the  Board  during  the  next  few  years  : — 
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MID  GLAMORGAN  WATER  BOARD. 


New  Works  as  affecting  the  Area  of  the 
Ogmore  & Garw  Urban  District  Council 

(1)  Ogmore  Valley. 

All  Works  are  in  connection  with  sources  which  are  already 
utilised.  The  New  Works,  however,  provide  for  efficient  Intakes 
and  Service  Tanks  which  will  collect  night-flows.  Two  Service 
Tanks  are  now  in  course  of  construction,  one  High-level,  capacity 
of  60,000  gallons;  one  Low-level,  capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons. 
A Trunk  Main  connected  to  the  Reservoirs  is  being  laid  through 
the  whole  length  of  the  Ogmore  Valley  and  the  Blackmill  Road,  as 
far  as  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  it  proceeds  to  the  Llangeinor 
Reservoir  with  a capacity  of  2\  million  gallons,  which  is  being 
constructed  on  the  top  of  the  Llaageinor  Hill  at  a point  abutting 
the  Cross  Roads,  about  a quarter  of  a mile  south  of  Llangeinor 
Church. 

(2)  Garw  Valley. 

Similar  Works  and  Trunk  Mains  are  being  constructed  in  the 
Garw  Valley.  A High-level  Reservoir,  capacity  of  60,000  gallons, 
a Low-level  Reservoir,  capacity  500,000  gallons,  are  being  con- 
structed at  the  top  of  the  Valley,  and  the  Trunk  Mains  lead  through 
the  length  of  the  Garw  Valley  into  Llangeinor  Village  where  it 
branches  off  to  Llangeinor  Reservoir. 

An  additional  supply,  however,  is  being  obtained  from  the 
Garw  Valley,  namely,  the  Garw  Fechan  Source.  An  Intake  is 
being  constructed  and  the  supply  connected  to  the  Trunk  Main 
near  the  Braichycymmer  Hotel. 

At  the  point  at  Llangeinor  Village,  where  the  Main  branches 
to  the  Reservoir,  two  further  Trunk  Mains  will  be  laid  which  will 
also  be  connected  to  the  Reservoir.  One  Main  is  to  be  connected 
to  a Service  Reservoir  which  is  being  constructed  in  the  Maesteg 
U.D.C.  area.  This  Main  is  laid  for  the  most  part  along  the  main 
road  which  passes  through  the  villages  of  Bettws — Llangeinor  and 
and  Lietty  Brongu,  an  area  which  up  to  the  present  has  had  no 
supply  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  with  the  exception 
of  a small  one-inch  supply  which  serves  a part  of  Lietty  Brongu. 
The  other  Main  is  being  laid  along  the  New  Pandy  Road,  passing 
the  Abergarw  Brewery  and  through  the  Village  of  Bryncethin  to  a 
point  on  Cefn  Hirgoed  Common,  where  it  will  eventually  be  con- 
nected to  a Trunk  Main  which  will  be  laid  from  the  Pumping  Works 
at  Schwyll  near  Bridgend.  At  Cefn  Hirgoed  further  Mains  will  be 
laid,  one  connected  to  Kenfig  Hill  and  another  to  other  Districts 
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which  do  not  affect  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  U.D.C.  Area.  The  Main 
from  Llrngeinor  along  the  Pandy  Road  will  supply  an  Area  which 
has  not  yet  obtained  water  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

The  Evanstown  Supply  Gilfach  Goch  and  the  Glynogwr  Supply 
will  not  be  affected  by  the  new  scheme. 

The  new  Mains  through  the  Valley  for  the  most  part  will  not 
be  tapped  for  services,  but  will  be  connected  at  various  points  to 
the  existing  Mains  if  any.  Where  there  are  no  existing  Mains,  the 
new  Mains  will,  of  course,  be  used  as  Service  Mains. 

The  hub  of  the  New  Scheme  will  be  the  Llangeinor  Reservoir 
which  will  ensure  that  the  water  from  the  excellent  gathering 
grounds  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Valleys,  can  be  utilised  for  other 
parts  of  the  Mid-Giamorgan  area,  which  at  present  have  a very 
inefficient  supply,  and  which  in  times  of  drought,  are  in  an  extremely 
difficult  position.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  present  Mains 
and  Works  in  the  Valleys  themselves  aae  not  adequate  to  deal  with 
periods  of  drought.  Another  most  important  point  which  is  a big 
reason  of  the  Board’s  formation,  is  that  a supply  will  be  assured 
from  off  the  Coal  Measures,  as  should  such  supply  fail,  the  supply 
from  the  Schwyll  Springs  at  Bridgend  wili  be  pumped  to  Llan- 
geinor Reservoir,  and  from  there  feed  the  Lower  Levels  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Garw  Valleys.  The  possibility,  although  remote,  of 
the  whole  supplies  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Valley  failing,  could  be 
met  further  by  an  additional  pump,  fixed  at  Llangeinor  Reservoir, 
which  would  further  pump  the  Schwyll  water  to  the  Upper 
Reservoirs. 

The  Mains  and  Works  in  the  Ogmare  and  Garw  Valley  are  let 
out  under  various  contracts,  parts  of  which  are  nearing  completion. 
All  the  other  work  has  been  authorised,  and  under  normal  con- 
ditions, with  no  unforeseen  circumstances  arising,  the  whole 
Scheme  should  be  completed  in  a few  years.

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Ogmore  River There  is  practically  no  pollution  by  colliery 

refuse  of  this  river  in  its  course  from  Nantymoel  to  Blackmill. 
Here  and  there  on  the  banks  may  be  seen  occasional  heaps  of 
house  refuse,  and  remains  of  baskets  and  mattresses  held  up  in  the 
river  bed,  but  generally  speaking,  the  river  and  its  banks  are 
remarkably  clear  for  a colliery  district. 

Little  Ogmore  River. — In  1923  the  sewers  carrying  the 
drainage  of  893  houses  at  Gilfach  Goch  in  the  areas  of  the  Llan- 
trisant  and  Rhondda  Councils  were  connected  to  the  Council’s 
existing  trunk  sewer,  and  the  sewerage  conveyed  to  the  Council’s 
sewage  farm  at  Brynmenyn. 
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Prior  to  this  date,  the  sewerage  from  these  houses  passed  into 
the  river  practically  untreated,  and  a considerable  source  of  pollu- 
tion has  been  removed  by  this  means. 

This  river  is  now  reasonably  clear  throughout  its  course. 

Garw  River. — The  Garw  river  is  polluted  by  washings  from 
the  collieries  at  Blaengarw,  Pontycymmer  and  Pontyrhyll.  In  one 
instance  solid  waste  is  tipped  close  to  the  river  bank  ; this  speedily 
gravitates  into  the  river  bed,  and  disappears  in  time  of  flood. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  three  trunk  sewers,  which  convey  the  sewage 
from  the  three  areas,  comprising  the  district,  to  the  sewage 
farm  at  Brynmenyn,  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Several 
of  the  subsidiary  sewers  have  required  re-construction  and 
re-laying  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  subsidence  from 
undermining  is  taking  place  in  several  parts  of  the  area,  many  of 
the  subsidiary  sewers  and  house-drains  are  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition.  It  will  be  found  necessary  to  expose  and  re-construct 
many  of  these  sewers  and  drains  during  the  next  few  years. 

As  the  Council  are  aware,  the  drainage  of  the  village  of 
Brynmepyn  passes  untreated  into  the  river.  Representations  have 
been  made  to  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage  Board  to  permit  these 
subsidiary  sewers  to  be  connected  to  the  Board’s  trunk  sewer,  but 
permission  has  not  been  granted  by  the  Board. 

The  continued  refusal  of  the  Board  imposes  upon  the  Council 
the  necessity  of  considering  alternative  means  for  the  disposal  of 
this  sewage,  as  the  present  system  constitutes  a nuisance  and  gives 
rise  to  numerous  complaints  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  village. 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  sewage 
farm  at  Brynmenyn. 

The  farm  has  an  area  of  63  acres;  the  sewage  is  screened, 
passed  through  sedimentation  tanks,  and  distributed  over  the  land 
on  the  Broad  Irrigation  System. 

The  Analyst’s  reports  on  the  resulting  effluent  are  almost 
nvariably  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  5,285  houses  provided  with  water 
closets,  and  the  remaining  133  houses,  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
area,  are  provided  either  with  privy  or  pail  closets. 

Seven  houses  were  converted  to  the  water-carriage  system 
during  the  year. 

In  the  majority  of  instances  the  closets  are  of  the  long  hopper 
type,  which  is  easily  fouled  and  difficult  to  keep  clean. 

Every  effort  is  made,  as  occasion  arises,  to  have  this  type  of 
closet  replaced  by  the  pedestal  pan  type. 
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Scavenging. 

The  household  refuse  of  the  district  is  removed  by  carts  and 
motor  lorries  on  alternate  days. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  on  refuse  tips  situated  at  various  points 
throughout  the  area. 

It  would  be  very  desirable  if  the  process  of  removal  could  be 
expedited,  so  that  scavenging  could  he  completed  in  the  morning 
hours,  and  the  presence  avoided  of  insanitary  and  unsightly  recep- 
tacles on  the  edge  of  the  pavements  until  late  in  the  afternoon. 

The  provision  of  a refuse  destructor  or  salvage  plant,  to  replace 
the  present  system  of  disposal  on  tips,  would  be  a decided  improve- 
ment.

Of  the  656  notices  served,  208  were  informal  notices,  whilst 
the  remaining  448  were  statutory  notices.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  it  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  four  owners  for  non- 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council ; an  order  of  the 
Court  was  obtained  in  each  case  with  costs. 


One  butcher  was  proceeded  against  for  exposing  for  sale  dis- 
eased meat,  and  was  fined  £10  or  one  month’s  imprisonment. 
Proceedings  were  taken  against  a hawker  for  depositing  refuse  on 
the  highway,  and  he  was  fined  20/-  and  costs, 
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Six  shopkeepers  were  proceeded  against  for  breaches  of  the 
Shop  Hours  Act,  and  fines  were  imposed  ranging  from  5/-  to  20/-. 

The  destruction  of  two  water-cress  beds,  which  were  liable  to 
contamination,  was  carried  out,  with  the  consent  of  the  tenants  of 
the  land,  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Propaganda. — During  the  last  three  years 
public  health  propaganda  has  been  carried  out  in  the  district.  This 
has  taken  the  form  of  a combined  Health  and  Baby  Week,  in 
which  education  in  health  matters  was  given  through  the  medium 
of  cinema  films,  and  by  public  lectures.  In  addition  to  this 
addresses  to  various  guilds  were  given  in  the  course  of  the  year  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  End  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year  with  a view 
to  the  abatement  of  nuisance  from  smoke  arising  at  Ogmore  Vale 
and  Blaengarw. 

Some  improvement  was  effected,  and  the  matter  is  still 
receiving  attention. 

Premises  and  Occupations  controlled  by 
Bye-Laws  or  Regulations 

There  are  107  premises  in  the  district,  which  are  controlled 
by  Bye-Laws  or  Regulations.

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings 

It  is  not  considered  that  any  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are 
of  the  nature  to  require  the  application  to  them  of  bye-laws  made 
under  Section  90  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Cinemas  and  Music  Halls 

Periodical  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  throughout 
1925,  and  a more  detailed  inspection  was  made  prior  to  the  Annual 
Licensing  Meeting  of  the  Council. 

Interior  re-decoration  was  carried  out  in  four  premises  during 
the  year. 

Fried  Fish  Shops 

The  various  premises  in  the  district  were  systematically 
inspected  during  the  year. 
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Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring:  Notice 

1.  Ice  Cream  Vendors’  Premises. 

Periodical  inspections  of  these  premises  were  made  during 
1925.  These  premises  are  not  controlled  by  Regulations,  and  it 
would  be  very  desirable  if  Regulations  dealing  with  the  preparation 
and  sale  of  ice-cream  were  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

The  necessity  for  the  introduction  of  suitable  regulations 
seems  to  me  to  be  rendered  more  urgent  by  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  the  persons  engaged  in  this  trade  are  aliens,  whose 
ideas  of  sanitation  and  cleanliness  by  no  means  coincide  with  ours. 

2.  Provision  of  Mortuaries. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  Mortuaries  in  the  district,  where 
bodies  awaiting  inquest  could  lie,  and  where  necessary  post-mortem 
examinations  could  be  made.  The  necessary  power  to  provide 
mortuaries  is  given  by  Section  141  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  I would  suggest  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
provision  of  two  Mortuaries  to  serve  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Valleys. 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act 

The  number  of  workshops  distributed  throughout  the  district 
amounted  to  111  at  the  end  of  1925. 

Three  matters  were  referred  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
as  remediable  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  ; notices  were  served 
on  the  occupiers  and  the  defects  were  remedied. 

Two  bakehouses  in  Pontycymmer  were  extensively  remodelled: 
the  interiors  of  the  bakehouses  were  completely  renovated,  and 
improved  sanitary  accommodation  provided. 

Repairs  to  two  other  bakehouses  at  Blaengarw  and  Pantygog 
were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

There  are  no  outworkers  engaged  throughout  the  Urban  area.

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Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of  the  majority 
of  the  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district  are  satisfactory. 
There  are,  however,  some  schools  in  which  the  environmental  con- 
ditions are  not  good,  and  I append  brief  details  of  the  defects  found 
on  inspection  of  these  schools. 

I would  suggest  that  a copy  of  this  portion  of  the  Report  be 
forwarded  to  the  Glamorgan  Education  Committee  for  their  infor- 
mation. 

(a)  Nantymoel  School. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments  of 
this  school  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  external  walls  show  evidence  of  subsidence,  the  roof  is 
defective,  and  the  cloak-rooms  and  lavatories  are  unsatisfactory. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  consists  of  the  old-fashioned 
trough  closets,  and  is  extremely  unsatisfactory ; the  closets  are 
insufficiently  flushed. 

The  surface  of  the  playgrounds  is  defective. 

The  temporary  classrooms  at  the  Salvation  Army  Barracks 
and  Gilead  Vestry  are  not  satisfactory. 

In  the  Infants’  Department  the  sanitary  accommodation  is 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  surface  of  the  playgronnd  is  defective. 

(b)  Wyndham  School,  Infants’  Department. 

The  roof  of  this  school  is  defective  in  two  places,  the  number 
of  lavatory  basins  is  insufficient,  and  the  cloakroom  is  small  and 
ill-ventilated. 

The  seats  of  the  water-closets  need  repair,  and  the  surface  of 
the  playground  is  defective. 

( c ) Glynogwr  School. 

The  condition  of  the  privy  closets  at  this  school  is  unsatis- 
factory ; the  privies  cover  too  great  an  area ; there  is  no  access  for 
cleansing  them,  nor  are  they  cleansed. 

(d)  Abercerdin  School. 

The  drainage  of  all  the  departments  of  this  school  seems  to  be 
defective,  as  blockages  continually  occur. 

( e ) PONTYRHYL  SCHOOL. 

The  condition  of  the  internal  walls  of  this  school  is  unsatis- 
factory, the  lavatories  are  insufficient,  the  urinals  are  insanitary, 
and  the  surface  of  the  playground  is  defective. 
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(/)  Ffaldau  School,  Boys’  Department. 

The  vent  shaft  from  the  drains  is  short  and  defective. 

( g ) Ffaldau  School,  Girls’  Departure. 

The  condition  of  the  external  walls  and  roof  of  this  school  is 
unsatisfactory,  so  that  there  is  dampness  of  the  internal  walls  and 
ceilings,  which  require  re-decoration.  The  cloakrooms  are  insufficient 
for  the  number  of  children  in  attendance  at  the  school,  and  the 
surface  of  the  playground  is  defective. 


It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools 
during  the  year;  all  children  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  and 
children  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  automatically  from 
school  during  the  period  of  infectivity. 

V.  Housing . 

(1)  General  Housing  Conditions. 

The  housing  conditions  in  the  district  have  become  aggravated 
each  year  since  1920,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  houses 
erected  does  not  keep  pace  in  any  degree  with  the  increase  of 
population.  The  economic  conditions  in  the  area  prevent  the 
fullest  advantage  being  taken  of  the  facilities  offered  under  the 
Housing  and  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts  for  the  erection  of 
houses  by  owner-occupiers,  and  the  number  of  houses  erected  by 
individuals  under  these  Acts  is  too  few  to  have  had  any  appreciable 
effect  in  improving  the  housing  situation. 

Since  1920,  168  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  here  again  the  number  is  insufficient  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  district.  The  number  of  houses  occupied  by  two  or 
more  families  tends  to  increase  each  year,  and  when  other  factors, 
such  as  the  natural  increase  of  population,  the  extent  of  immigra- 
tion, and  the  number  of  occupied  cellar  dwellings,  are  taken  into 
account,  it  is  apparent  that  not  less  than  832  more  houses  are 
required  to  cope  with  the  housing  requirements. 

Sanction  has  been  received  to  the  erection  of  a further  32 
houses  ; these  houses  have  been  allocated  to  Evanstown,  but  at 
the  same  time  houses  are  equally  urgently  needed  in  the  Ogmore 
and  Garw  Valleys. 

Numerous  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  in  some  instances  it  has 
been  found  possible  to  relieve  them. 

There  will  always  remain,  however,  the  cases  of  overcrowding 
due  to  poverty,  in  which  the  economic  condition  of  a family  is  such 
that  there  can  only  be  afforded  the  rent  of  one  or  two  rooms,  in 
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which  they  live  under  deplorable  conditions.  This  is  no  new 
problem,  and  it  has  always  been  a question  as  to  how  the  needs  of 
such  families  are  to  be  met.  The  economic  rent  of  any  house  is 
beyond  their  means,  and  there  remains  the  question  whether,  if 
rents  were  fixed  within  the  limit  of  their  incomes,  the  improved 
hygienic  and  social  conditions  of  such  families  would  warrant  the 
heavy  expenditure  to  the  State,  which  such  a measure  would  entail. 

(2)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  fairly  good. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  in  the  unfit 
houses  were  in  the  form  of  general  dilapidations  and  want  of 
general  repair.  In  the  main,  they  comprised  defective  walls, 
shutes,  roofs,  doors  and  windows,  defective  back  areas  and  drain- 
age, and  dilapidated  sanitary  conveniences. 

Action  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  was  taken  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts,  and  for  the  repair  of  housing  defects  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  by  owners  of  property 
in  obtaining  skilled  labour,  and  thus  hindered  the  progress  of  house 
repair  work. 

The  domestic  water  supply  cannot  as  yet  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory;  the  scanty  supply  in  times  of  drought  being  a great 
drawback  in  a colliery  district. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  difficulty  will  be  overcome  by  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  during  the  next  few  years. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  area  is  on  the  water-carriage 
system  of  sewage;  the  closet  accommodation  is  mainly  of  the  long- 
hopper  type  without  a flush  tank,  but  substitution  of  this  type  by 
pedestal  pan  closets  is  obtained  as  far  as  possible. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  three  times  a week, 
and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  tips  throughout  the  district. 

The  practice  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  tipping  house  refuse 
in  back  lanes  is  deplorable,  and  although  warning  notices  have  been 
sent,  and,  in  one  or  two  instances,  legal  proceedings  taken,  these 
steps  have  not  acted  as  a deterrent. 

No  complaints  were  received  nor  were  any  representations 
made  in  regard  to  unhealthy  areas  during  the  year  ; such  areas 
cannot  be  considered  to  exist  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

Revised  bye-laws  relating  to  houses,  etc.,  came  into  operation 
on  October  4th,  1922,  and  are  in  force  throughout  the  area.

It  is  estimated  that  436  gallons  of  milk  daily  are  produced  and 
sold  within  the  district,  while  the  additional  quantity  of  599  gallons 
is  daily  imported  from  outside  the  area. 

The  estimated  annual  consumption  of  fresh  cow’s  milk  in  the 
district  thus  amounted  to  376,775  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to 
0.24  pint  per  head  per  day  for  a population  of  32,120  persons. 

This  figure  does  not  represent  a high  average  consumption  of 
milk,  and  serves  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  value  of  milk  as 
an  article  of  diet  has  not  yet  been  fully  appreciated  in  the  district. 

The  94‘premises  in  the  district  directly  concerned  with  the 
producution  or  sale  of  milk  were  visited  periodically  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors.  Four  cowsheds  were  remodelled  during  the  year,  as 
the  result  of  representations  made  by  the  Department  to  the 
Estates  concerned. 
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(b)  Administration  of  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts. 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts,  and  of  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Workshops  Orders  remained  unchanged 
during  1925. 

No  further  progress  was  made  towards  obtaining  revised 
regulations  under  the  above  Acts  and  Orders,  pending  the  issue  of 
model  regulations  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  along  the  lines  laid 
down  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

In  consequence,  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Council  in 
1907  remained  in  force. 

Applications  for  registation  as  retail  purveyors  of  milk  were 
received  from  16  persons  during  the  year:  nine  of  these  applicants 
were  already  registered  as  cowkeepers,  and  the  remaining  seven 
applicants  were  required  to  provide  a suitable  shed,  separate  from 
the  dwelling  house,  for  the  storage  of  the  milk  and  milk-vessels. 

No  applications  for  licenses  to  sell  or  produce  any  of  the  grades 
of  milk  defined  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923, 
were  received  during  1925,  nor  are  there  any  existing  licenses  in 
force  in  the  district. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  milk  produced  or  sold  in  the  dis- 
trict were  sent  for  examination  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public 
Health  Laboiatory  through  the  County  Health  Department. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  local  Milk  were,  on  the 
whole,  satisfactory,  which  tends  to  show  that  Milk  of  the  bacterial 
standard  for  “ Grade  A”  Milk  can  be  produced  without  the  pro- 
vision of  elaborate  apparatus  and  without  extra  cost  to  the 
consumer  : continued  uniformity  in  the  production  of  Milk  of  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  entails  constant  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  milker  to  personal  hygiene,  to  thorough  grooming  of  the 
cows,  and  to  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  the  milk-vessels. 

The  samples  of  imported  milk,  on  the  other  hand,  left  much  to 
be  desired,  and  this  is  hardly  a matter  for  surprise,  when  the 
possibilities  of  contamination  of  the  Milk  in  transit  are  remembered. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  one  instance  of  suspected  tuber- 
culosis was  reported  to  the  County  Health  Department  for 
investigation. 

(c)  MEaT.  Meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  various 
slaughter-houses  and  butchers’  shops  in  the  district.  964  visits  of 
inspection  were  paid  during  the  year.  A conference  with  the  local 
meat  purveyors  was  held  in  April,  at  which  days  and  times  of 
regular  hours  of  slaughtering  were  fixed,  as  required  by  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  No  arrangements  for  meat 
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marking  have  been  made,  as  it  is  impossible  to  guarantee  that  all 
animals  slaughtered  can  be  inspected,  owing  to  the  number  and 
location  of  the  slaughter-houses.  I consider  that  meat  marking 
can  only  be  carried  out  in  places  where  there  is  a central  abattoir, 
at  which  all  slaughtering  is  carried  on. 

Inspections  of  all  the  vehicles  entering  the, district,  from  which 
imported  meat  was  sold,  and  of  the  meat  itself,  were  carried  out 
as  far  as  practicable.  The  arrangements  in  some  of  the  vehicles 
for  the  protection  of  meat  from  the  contamination  were  found  to 
be  inadequate. 

The  following  list  sets  out  the  amount  of  meat  seized,  con- 
demned, and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  food  under  Section  117 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  during  1925: —

Diphtheria — 17  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  a decrease 
of  seven  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  (24).  The  total 
number  of  cases  notified  for  the  five  years  1921-1925  was  129, 
which  gives  an  average  of  26  cases  in  each  year.  The  cases  in 
in  1925  arose  sporadically,  and  there  was  no  exceptional  incidence 
in  any  one  month  in  the  year. 

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for- 
treatment,  and  no  deaths  were  caused  by  the  disease. 

No  use  was  made  of  the  Schick  test,  or  of  artificial  immunis- 
ation against  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 82  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  a 
decrease  of  200  as  compared  with  1924  (282).  The  majority  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  the  Garw  Valley  where  the  disease  was  prevalent 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  for  the  five  years  1921-1925 
was  1,010  which  gives  an  annual  average  of  202  cases. 

It  was  found  possible  to  remove  16  cases  to  hospital ; these 
patients  came  from  overcrowded  homes  or  from  business  houses, 
where  isolation  was  impracticable. 

One  death  occurred  amongst  the  patients  removed  to  hospital. 

No  use  was  made  of  the  Dick  test  or  of  artificial  methods  of 
immunisation  against  scarlet  fever. 

Small-pox. — No  case  of  small-pox  was  notified  in  the  district 
during  1925, 
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No  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  were  performed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small-pox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Measles. — A considerable  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in 
the  district  during  1925;  co  incidentally  there  occurred  an  epidemic 
of  whooping-cough,  and  the  mortality  amongst  young  children  was 
very  heavy.  17  deaths  were  attributed  to  measles,  and  9 deaths  to 
whooping-cough,  and,  with  one  exception,  the  whole  of  these  deaths 
occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

This  year  has  shown  the  heaviest  mortality  from  these  diseases 
which  has  occurred  since  1920.  The  epidemic  commenced  at 
Evanstown,  next  occurred  in  the  Ogmore  Valley,  and  then  in  the 
Garw  Valley. 

One  medical  man  estimated  that  1,200  cases  occurred  in  his 
practice,  and  proportionally  similar  figures  were  given  by  the  other 
doctors  in  the  district. 

Measles  and  whooping-cough  tend  to  arise  in  epidemic  form  in 
periods  of  five  years;  the  deaths  are  almost  invariably  due  to  the 
respiratory  complications  which  arise  in  the  course  of  the  diseases, 
and  many  of  these  deaths  could  be  avoided  if  skilled  nursing  were 
available  for  the  patients.  I would  suggest  that  the  Council  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  utilising  a pavilion  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  complicated  cases  during  the  next  epidemic 
period. 

Pneumonia. — 32  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  1925. 
20  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Not  all  of  the  fatal  cases  had  been  notified,  but  notificdtion  is 
gradually  tending  to  be  more  complete. 

Disinfection. — Aerial  disinfection  of  infected  premises  is 
carried  out  by  means  of  formaldehyde  gas.  Infected  bedding  and 
clothing  are  disinfected  in  the  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  installed 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There  are  no  facilities  for  disinfestation 
except  in  so  far  as  this  could  be  carried  out  at  the  discharge  block 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital.

Tuberculosis. 


Notification  of  Tuberculosis — Of  the  31  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis,  five  were  of  unnotified  cases. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district  becomes  more 
complete  each  year,  but  it  must  be  emphasised  that  notification 
without  adequate  facilities  for  treatment  is  of  little  benefit. 

I append  for  your  consideration  two  tables,  which  show  the 
number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  received  during  the  five 
yeai’s  1920-1924,  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the 
same  period,  and  the  length  of  time  elapsing  between  notification 
and  death.  From  a study  of  these  tables  I do  not  consider  that  a 
favourable  view  can  be  taken  of  the  present  state  of  affairs  in 
regard  to  tuberculosis.

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From  the  first  figure  of  20,  9 deaths  from  tubercular  meningitis 
should  be  subtracted,  as  such  cases  are  almost  invariably  fatal 
within  a week  of  onset. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  of  93  deaths  occurring  in  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis  51  per  cent,  were  dead  within  6 months  of 
of  notification,  and  86  per  cent,  were  dead  within  2 years  of  notifi- 
cation. 

When  the  total  number  of  notifications  is  considered  in 
conjunction  with  the  total  number  of  deaths  of  notified  cases  it  will 
be  seen  that  32  per  cent,  of  these  cases  have  terminated  fatally. 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  an  unduly  high  percentages  of  deaths 
to  occur  within  a few  years. 

It  is  not,  howrever,  a matter  for  surprise  when  it  is  realised 
that  there  are  apparently  no  facilities  for  after-care,  and  that 
patients  after  2 or  3 months  of  sanatorium  treatment  return  to  the 
same  environment  in  which  they  contracted  the  disease. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

In  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  Article  4 of  these  Regulations 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  examination  by  the  Area  Tuber- 
culosis Physician  of  two  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis,  who  were 
engaged  in  the  milk  trade.  The  diagnosis  in  one  case  was  not 
confirmed,  and  in  the  other  case  it  was  reported  that  the  lung 
lesions  had  healed,  and  that,  as  the  patient  had  no  cough  or 
sputum,  there  was  no  objection  to  his  continuing  as  a milk  vendor
